The Cyprus peace talks in 
Geneva were stalemated 
again Monday night as Tur¬ 
key and Greece continued to 
disagree over the status of the 
Turkish invasion forces on the 
Mediterranean island. 

As the Geneva talks deterio¬ 
rated. Greek Premier Con¬ 
stantine Caramanlis called for 
a meeting of the United Na¬ 
tions Security Council as well 
as the NATO foreign min¬ 
isters council to discuss Tur¬ 
key’s Geneva demands. 

At the United Nations in 
New York. Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim said the Tur¬ 
kish commander in Cypms 
had asked for the withdrawal 
of UN peacekeeping forces 
from territory occupied by his 
troops. Waldheim said he took 
up the matter with Turkish 
Premier Bulent Ecevit, who 
said he would check back 
with the commander. 

On Cyprus, an Associated 
Press correspondent reported 
growing conflict between the 
2 .300-man UN force and the 
Turkish troops. He said the 
Turks were refusing permis¬ 
sion for UN convoys to move 
freely and to 'deliver food in 
the Turkish-controlled north¬ 
ern seaport of Kyrenia. 

A convoy carrying relief 
supplies to 681 refugees at the 
Dome Hotel in Kyrenia was 
turned back without explana¬ 
tion. and a second convoy tak¬ 
ing food to refugees in the 
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UN-controlled town of Belle- 
paix in the hills above Kyren¬ 
ia was stopped by the Turks. 
Informed sourres said the 
TXirks wanted to do their own 
distributing of UN supplies in¬ 
tended for their areas. 

There were complaints in 
Turkish areas of Cyprus that 
the UN troops were discrimi¬ 
nating in their work in favor 
of Greek-Cypriots. 

The Cyprus high commis¬ 
sion in London said Mondav 
that Archbishop Makarios. 
whose ouster as president of 
Cyprus started the current 
crisis, was expected to return 
to London from the United 
States today. 

In Geneva, the foreign min¬ 
isters of Greece. Turkey and 
Britain adjourned their ses¬ 
sions Monday night. Earlier 
in the day. they said they had 
reached near agreement on a 
“provisional solution” to the 
Cyprus crisis, but the Turkish 
cabinet in Ankara balked at 
accepting it. 

Contents of the tentative 
document were not made pub¬ 
lic, but the sticking point ap¬ 
parently involved the Turkish 
invasion force on Cypisjs. Del¬ 
egates at Geneva said the 
document supported, in effect, 
implementation of the UN Se¬ 
curity Council cease-fire rew>-

WASHINGTON I UPI I — The House of Repre¬ 
sentatives judiciary committee, picking up a seventh 
Republican who declared “the president has failed 
us.” voted 28 to 10 Monday night thatpresident 
Nixon had abused his powers and recommended for a 
second time he be impeached. 

After just seven hours of debate, seven of the 
committee’s 17 Republicans joined all 21 Democrats 
in urging Nixon be impeached by the house, tried by 
the senate and removed from office for misusing fed¬ 
eral agencies in the Watergate scandal. 

Representative Robert McClory of Illinois, so- 
cond-ranking Republican on the 38-member panel 
who had opposed the first article of impeachment 
approved Saturday night — which accused Nixon of 
obstructing justice in the Watergate cover-up — 
switched his vote Monday night. 

The other six Republicans were the same who 
favored impeachment Saturday night — Thomas 
Railsbaek of Illinois. Hamilton Fish Jr. of New York. 
Lawrence Hogan of Maryland, Caldwell Butler of 
Virginia. William Cohen of Maine and Harold Froeh- 
lich of Wisconsin. 

Chairman Peter Rodino gavelled adjournment 
until this morning.

SALZBURG. Austria 
(Reuter) — At least six West 
German schoolgirls were 
killed, two more were missing 
and 14 in lured seriously Mon¬ 
day when a bridge over a 
mountain gorge collapsed as 
they were posing for a group 
photograph. 

The girls, aged between 
seven and 14. were thrown 60 
feet down the gorge. They 
were visiting the steep Kitz- 
loch Ravine, a popular tourist 
spot about 40 miles south west 
of Salzburg.

Indians plan own logging firm 


British Columbia's first 
major Indian logging com¬ 
pany will be formed this year 
if federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments come up with cash 
and timber licences. 

Tbe Ehattesaht Indian band 
on the west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island is applying for 
a $2 million grant from the 
Agricultural and Rural Devel¬ 
opment Authority, a federaJ- 
provincial organization, and 
for a 12-year timber sales li¬ 


cence from the provincial 
government. Total cost of the 
project is estimated at $4 mil¬ 
lion. 

Albemi NDP—MLA Robert 
Skelly said he« confident the 
logging operation will be func¬ 
tioning before the end of sum¬ 
mer. 

“We are really looking for- • 
ward to this project opening 
up a source of work for the 
Indian people and giving them 
the necessary organization 


and experience to compete for 
contract jobs in other coastal 
areas,” Skelly said. 

If granted, the licence 
would see the Ehattesaht Co¬ 
operative Enterprise Associa¬ 
tion logging some three mil¬ 
lion cubic feet of timber in the 
Barr Creek area near Zebai- 
106 . 

The Indians have first re¬ 
fusal on the crown land ad¬ 
joining reserves in the area. 

In addition to the $2 million 
grant from ARDA, the Ehat- 


tesahts are seeking $200,000 in 
working capital from the B.C. 
Development Bank. 

Indications are that they 
will be successful in all appli¬ 
cations. 

If they are, work will start 
on the Indian reserve lands 
within two weeks of approval 
and within nine weeks on the 
crown lands being applied for. 
The work force to be hired 
will total 80, with the majority 
local Indians. 

Forestry officials said the 


co-operative would be re¬ 
quired to follow normal log¬ 
ging rules. 

“It must prepare a 12-year 
plan to show a logical devel¬ 
opment of the logging opera¬ 
tion,” the spokesman said. 
“They will be expected to 
show us where they will cut 
and where they will leave 
timber. And they must show' 
us what they intend to do to 
preserve the ecology and to 
protect, wherever possible, 
natural beauty.” 


No decision has yet been 
made on reforesting the area 
as it is logged, but the forest¬ 
ry spokesman said such a de¬ 
cision would be made before 
the operation started. 

"It will be reforested, but 
whether by us or them we 
don’t know yet.” he said.

Monday "fantastic” stories on 
Canadians are coming from

Makarios said in New York 
the Turkish invasion of the 
island has dimmed prospects 
ter peare. He accused the 
Turks of continuing to bring 
troops to the island and said 
the U.S. attitude toward Tur¬ 
key's military intervention 
"should be more clear and 
more decisive." 

There was increased pres¬ 
sure in Turkey for a renewal 
of fighting on Cyprus as an 
Ankara newspaper said 15 
Turkish-Cypriots had been ex¬ 
ecuted on the island. 

Informed Turkish govern¬ 
ment sources also said a 
number of Ecevit’s advisers 
were demanding military ac¬ 
tion to free 1,750 Turkish- 
Cypriot prisoners in the city 
of Limassol. 

UN observer forces report¬ 
ed Turkish troop movements 
and shelling on the front lines 
five miles east of Kyrenia. 

A UN spokesman termed 
the shelling evidence the Tur¬ 
kish forces w r ere continuing to 
seek territorial gains. But 
other neutral sources said the 
shelling was only to consoli¬ 
date defence positions. 

These sources said both 
Greeks and Turks were mak¬ 
ing forays but termed this 
normal during a ceasefire. 

The Turks have about 25.000 
well-armed troops and about 
200 tanks on the island. Fac¬ 
ing them are the remnants of 
the li,000-man Greek-Cypriot 
National Guard and 30,000 to 
40.000 reservists, many armed 
with single-shot rifles. 

About 5,000 United Nations 
troops have been guarding 
Greek-Cypriot and Turkish- 
Cypriot civilians trapped in 
territory controlled by the 
other side.

Up to Social Credit 


\Y7ELL, SO MUCH for that “unity party” idea. 

W Dr. Scott Wallace now says it is imprac¬ 
tical. "I will take no further part in dis¬ 
cussions about unity,” he is quoted on the week¬ 
end, after hassling it out with the provincial direc¬ 
tors of his Progressive Conservative Party. 

The Oak Bay MLA who turned Tory after 
being elected as a Social Creditor has been a lead¬ 
ing-light in a movement to get free enterprise mem¬ 
ber of the legislature to put party politics aside in 
a "team effort" to beat the socialist NDP. 

It all started when it was suddenly realized 
that 61 per cent of the people voting in the last 
election wanted a free enterprise government. 
They lost because their vote was divided among 
Social Credit, Progressive Conservative and Liber¬ 
al while the 39 per cent socialism vote all went to 
the NDP. 

Scott Wallace and others have been saying the 
obvious: that the only way the NDP is going to be 
put in its rightful place is for the free enterprise 
parties to present a united front. 

But no more; not from the Oak Bay MLA at 
least. Another doctor-MLA, Pat McGeer of Van- 
couver-Foint Grey, may attempt to carry on with 
the unity movement although that is unlikely; he's 
had his turn at party leadership. He says his posi¬ 
tion favoring unity “is completely unchanged.” It 
doesn’t appear that his Liberal Party executive 
thinks it is important to try and talk him out of the 
idea as the Tory board of officers did to Scott 
Wallace. 

Perhaps there would be greater accuracy to 
make that read “talk him out of talking about the 
idea.” Scott Wallace obviously still feels the same 
as Pat McGeer; note his “I will take no further part 
in discussions about unity.” 


This being the case, the Oak Bay MLA is doing 
his party-of-the-second-choice a disservice by stay¬ 
ing on as provincial leader. If he ever had the 
degree of dedication to the Tories that is needed to 
get them back on their feet, he no longer can be 
considered to have it. He-should have stayed with 
the resignation from the leadership he announced 
before being coaxed into remaining with a con¬ 
fidence vote from the party directors who already 
were in desperate straits. They have all but lost 
their only other MLA, Saanich and the Islands' 
Hugh Curtis, who came out point blank a shorl 
time ago with the view that the Conservatives 
were finished provincially. 

There is reason to agree that “no truer words 
have been spoke” what with the lack of party or¬ 
ganization that has been so apparent and the lack 
of support that has been shown at the polls. And in 
speaking them, Hugh Curtis has skewered himself 
with what is left of the party. He has talked about 
joining Social Credit, which undoubtedly would 
welcome him. And perhaps the younger" Bennett 
party would be willing to take Scott Wallace back 
into the fold. 

Neither MLA has any other way to go, really, 
other than to drop from politics. And that would be 
sad. Both have put themselves in untenable posi¬ 
tions as Progressive Conservatives. But both are 
true-blue free enterprisers whose experience is 
valuable. 

And if a unity party isn’t going to be formed, 
the only way free enterprise is going to give social¬ 
ism a run in B.C. would appear to be through 
Social Credit which has more members in the legis¬ 
lature than the Conservatives and Liberals com¬ 
bined. 


The Inner Harbor Report 


N INE YEARS HAVE gone by since an overall 
plan for Victoria noted the need for a re¬ 
newal program for the downtown Inner Harbor 
area. In that time there has been some pi-ogress: 
studies made, a few buildings renovated, the pur¬ 
chase by the city with senior government help of 
the Ocean Cement property and the removal of its 
buildings, and the provincial government purchase 
of the so-called Reid property where tall towers 
were once planned. And there has been controversy 
and dissension all along the way. 

One hopes therefore that the latest step in re¬ 
newing the area, the report of Rod Clack commis¬ 
sioned by the provincial government to present 
guidelines for the future of the Inner Harbor, is not 
a starting point for further bickering but for 
serious co-operation between civic and provincial 
authorities. 

Mr. Clark, a former Victoria city planner who 
gets much of the credit for Centennial and Bastion 
Squares, and now is assistant general manager of 
the National Capital Commission, has high ideals 
for the harbor area as a "showcase” for the city 
and the province. 

He would have Wharf Street closed between 
Yates Street and the Causeway so that the wa¬ 
terfront would not be separated from its immediate 
hinterland; he would have low-profile buildings 
stepping up from the water; he would have a land¬ 
scaped waterfront promenade and further enclosed 
or partly enclosed galleries along the Wharf Street 
waterfront as alternative pedestrian walkway 
routes; he would have 20 per cent of the land open 


public space and another 20 per cent devoted to 
public use such as the galleries. 

In his suggestion that the pedestrian should be 
paramount in the whole district, and that Wharf 
and perhaps some other streets should be closed to 
vehicular traffic, Mr. Clack perhaps too lightly dis¬ 
counts Victoria’s traffic problems calling them 
more imaginary than real. It must be doubted that 
he spent much time during his visit to Victoria 
driving along Government or Douglas or, for that 
matter, trying to find a parking place near the 
proposed “showcase.” 

There, as in thecase of his opposition to any 
convention or conference centre in the waterfront 
area, city planners and aldermen may find room 
for argument. But most of Mr. Clack’s ideas al¬ 
ready have been recognized as good if they ran be 
attained. 

But attainment, without doubt, will depend 
greatly on provincial participation. And while Aid. 
Sam Bawlf, for one. says he has the “strongest mis¬ 
givings” that the province may “interfere further 
in the city’s planning function,” there is also the 
question of paying the piper and calling the tune. 

Mr. Clark has not directly called for a powerful 
capital commission, but he has suggested that the 
issues are too important to allow “the continued 
piecemeal approach to planning the provincial capi¬ 
tal.” If the city and the province cannot get to¬ 
gether peacefully on a program, an over-riding 
provincial authority certainly may loom on the ho¬ 
rizon.

Ask about the CIDA pro¬ 
gram and you'll get a story 
that'* full of the "focus on 
man." "the quest for econom¬ 
ic and social justice." "hu¬ 
manitarian support for libera¬ 
tion movements" (which pre¬ 
sumably frees local money for 
guns and ammunition!), and 
plenty of executive travel to 
identify problems that are al¬ 
ready well documented. Most 
alarming of all the propagan¬ 
da is to hear that 68 per cent 
at ODA's funds ($333.3 mil¬ 
lions last year, and increas¬ 
ing) is dispersed and man¬ 
aged bilaterally in 67 coun¬ 
tries all over the world - 
countries such as Algeria, Sri 
Lanka, Belize.

The Black Tom explosion on 
the docks of Jersey City . N.J., 
on July 30. 1916. killed two 
persons and caused losses of 
$40 million 

The explosion was the work 
of German saboteurs and the 
outstanding exploit of German 
spymaster Capt. Franz von 
Rintelen. He was in control of 
German operations in the 
Onited States in 1915-17 and 
was never captured. 

He attacked munitions fac¬ 
tories by causing strikes and 
was responsible for the sink¬ 
ing of many Allied munitions 
ships at sea with time bombs.

In Cyprus 

Treasures 


hit by war 


By GERARD CASTORIADES, from Nicosia, Cyprus 

The fighting between Greeks and Turks on Cyprus dam¬ 
aged a number of archeological treasures on this island of 
rich and varied historical background. 

Civilizations ranging from the Phoenicians to the Turks 
have touched the island, as Greeks. Romans, Byzantines, 
crusaders and Venetians left their mark in passing. Most of 
the fortresses and towers, taken and retaken over the cen¬ 
turies by each succeeding conqueror, are still used as strong¬ 
holds by the island's Greek and Turkish communities. 

The antiquities department here said that the little port 
of Paphos on Cyprus’ west coast was hardest hit in the fight¬ 
ing. Its 12.000 Greeks and 4,000 Turks are settled around a 
Venetian citadel. 

In lower Paphos, rockets and mortar shells seriously 
damaged the Temple of Aphrodite goddess of beauty, love 
and fertility who came to land from the sea at that spot, 
according to legend. Hie port itself, founded in 294 BC and 
the spot where St. Paul stopped, also suffered in the fighting 
A mortar shell destroyed a fine moscaic in the ruins of the 
Roman “Villa of Dionysos,'’ also known as Bacchus, the 
first man to have drunk wine.” 

In Kyrenia, the Byzantine fortress which the Venetians 
restored in the 16th-century sustained some damage to its 
rock and granite facade following the Turkish landing when 
Greek National Guard troops took refuge behind its walls. 

A fortress atop a peak 2.100 feet up in the Pentadactylos 
mountains, overlooking the Turkish route from Kyrenia to 
Nicosia, had small portions of its walls blown out after Na¬ 
tional Guard troops launched an all-out assault on the sixth- 
century monument. 

★ ★ ★ 

In Nicosia. National Guard heavy machinegun fire pep¬ 
pered Wie walls of the Greek Orthodox Monastery of Kykkns 
during the coup d'etat. Members of ousted President Maka- 
nos’ auxiliary police had sought refugem the monastery from 
National Guard tanks. Unconfirmed reports said that some 
monks also opened fire when they learned that guard troops 
had set fire to Archbishop Makarios's episcopal palace. 

The magnificent Crusader Abbey of St. John’s, property 
of the Cypriot Autocephalous Church, also came under fire, 
hut the ancient crusader cathedral of St. Sophia, finished in 
1267 and located in the city's Turkish sector, apparently es¬ 
caped damage.

“The possible effects on the 
world economy have gigantic 
implications,” writes Prof. E. 
Stuart Kirby of the University 
of Aston in Birmingham, Eng¬ 
land. in a book-length study 
on the problem.

of large stocks of gold and 
diamonds," t h e C.S.S.R.

Australia angers China 


The glitter has faded from 
Australia’s romance with 
China, . a nation Australia 
courted with starry eyes as a 
first step toward becoming 
the Sweden of the Southern 
hemisphere. 

“With no nation,” Prime 
Minister Gough Whitlam said 
in Peking last year, “is our 
aspiration symbolized more 
than it is with China, a power 
not only in our region but in 
the world ...” 

Today, although the sen¬ 
timents remain the same. 
Whitlam would have to speak 
in more moderate terms. His 
government continues to pur¬ 
sue an independent foreign 
policy, based to no small de¬ 
gree on neutralism and ideal¬ 
ism, but intimate relations 
with China, it has learned, 
must be sealed with more 
than smiles and handshakes. 


Since coming to power in 
December, 1972, the labor 
government has opened mis¬ 
sions or accredited diplomatic 
representation in no less than 
21 countries in Asia, Africa, 
Latin America and Europe. 

China was tire first to be 
recognized. Then came East 
Berlin and later North Viet¬ 
nam. More recently Australia 
has granted de facto recogni¬ 
tion to Kuwait. 

It hopes soon to begin rela¬ 
tions with North Korea and 
Algeria and talks are under 
way for the opening of a Pal¬ 
estine information office in 
Canberra. 


In spirit, at least, Australia 
has moved closer to the third 
World countries in a subtle 
bid to become something of a 
link between the smell and 
large powers, the communist 
and the non-communist blocs.

Without these industrial dia¬ 
monds space flight would not 
have been possible nor could 
the Soviets have developed a 
modern navy. Diamonds arc 
used In crystallography and 
nuclear physics, as well as in 
such down-to-earth Industries 
as stonerutting.

Angry that trade agree¬ 
ments have not produced the 
hoped-for-benefits — only 1.2 
per cent of Australian imports 
come from China — it has 
said no more long-term con¬ 
tracts will be signed. 

Despite propaganda from 
Canberra, Australia's trade 
with China actually has di¬ 
minished in importance and 
exports ere Jess than they 
were 10 years ago.

Like cattle on the range, crabs and other 
crustaceans soon may he branded not hv 
the typical western hotiron brand but possi¬ 
bly by a laser beam. Researchers at Oregon 
State University are investigating ihe feasi¬ 
bility of marking crabs to track and study 
crustacean populations as they proceed 
through their migratory process. 

"Tagging or marking crabs with plastic 
discs or paint has proven unsatisfactory." 
said Richard Stroud, research associate in 
veierinarv medicine at OSU. " Ihe crab, like 
all crustaceans, periodically sheds its shell to 
replace it with a larger one. a process called 
molting When the shell is discarded, so is 
ihe tag or the paint mark." 

By laster branding, Stroud hopes In pro¬ 
vide a marking of an indefinite duration. TIip 
effect obtained by laser beam branding is 
one of damaging pigment cells in the crab 


and causing a discoloration black to white 
which will Iasi through ihe < rab's molting 
cycle. 

The crab is caught, put in front of the 
laser beam and shot with an intensity of light 
f *r what Stroud said ts only a microsecond. 
Stroud said further studies must determine 
what wave length is the best hrander. 

'Hie preliminary experiments have been 
encouraging but Stroud is cautious about the 
future of the laser branding technique “We 
need to know more about ihe possible side ef¬ 
fects to the crab and about the permanence 
of tfie mark.” he said. 

Further into the future and development 
of the branding process, Stroud said the laser 
could be used to mark many other forms of 
wildlife horses, cows, deer, whales, por- 
poises and animals of an African iungle envi¬ 
ronment.

social stratum with large cash 
balances which buys dia¬ 
monds to ward off inflation 
Diamond jewelry has become j 
fashionable in smart circles. 


Despite its newfound 
wealth, the Soviet Union is 
not likely to disrupt the world 
market. Its export agencies 
continue to co-operate with 
the existing monopolies. Ac¬ 
cording to the International 
Diamond Annual of Johannes¬ 
burg, the Soviet Union has be¬ 
haved entirely "responsibly” 
in the market.

Samples taken from every 
ocean of the world show a 
thin coating of oil, a fraction 
of a millimetre thick. The oil 
keeps a percentage of sunlight 
from reaching the ocean 
below. 

More than 70 per cent of the 
world's oxygen supply is re¬ 


newed through the biological 
action of plankton near the 
ocean’s surface and on its 

bed. 

The plankton dies when its 
exact quota of oxygen is not 
met. When it dies, so do the 
minute plants and animals 
that feed on It. 

Dr. Rene van Grieken, a 
Belgian chemist, fears the 
thin film of oil also may be 
preventing the breaking of 
water bubbles that are 
formed due to the action of 
waves. 

The majority of evaporation 
Is through the breaking of 
these bubbles, and van Grie¬ 
ken looks upon recent 
droughts in various parts of 
the world as “a frightening 
indication that this oily film 
might already be Interfering 
with the normal production of 
rainfall.” 

Meanwhile. Canada's de¬ 
mand for the authority to im¬ 
pose stricter pollution stan¬ 
dards in sensitive zones 
particularly the Arctic Ocean 
is finding much scientific 
support. 

Scientists believe that sus¬ 
tained exposure to oil will 
stain icebergs, lessening their 
ability to reflect sunlight. This 
results In more rapid melting, 
possibly raising the world 
water levels.

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Canoeists protest

Outdoor fire permits Neighbors oppose pub 


Three British Columbia cab¬ 
inet ministers and members 
of a number of environmental 
group* canoed down the Ska¬ 
git River Sunday to protest an 
American proposal to flood 
the river valley. 

Recreation Minister Jack 
Radford, Resources Minister 
Robert Williams and Public 
Works Minister Vyilliam Hart¬ 
ley joined what was called the 
first annual international Ska¬ 
git River Canoe-in and Picnic, 
sponsored by Canoe Sports 
B.C. and other environmental 
groups. 

Forty-three canoes tra¬ 
versed six miles of the fast¬ 
flowing river which, along 
with 5,300 acres of surround¬ 
ing wilderness, would be 
flooded if Seattle City Light 
was permitted to raise the 
High Ross Dam. 

At the beginning of the 
day’s events, Radford dedi¬ 
cated 92,000 acres of land as 
recreational area and an¬ 
nounced the start of construc¬ 
tion on a 44-space campsite. 

The valley is located about 
100 miles east of Vancouver 
along the Canada-United 
States border. 

Radford said after his trip 
that he hopes to see the Ska¬ 
git area dedicated as a pro¬ 
vincial park in the future. 

Campsite construction 
would be in small units to 
avoid (fc^urfoing the wilder¬ 
ness atmosphere, he said, add¬ 
ing some would be walk-in 
sites. 

Although U.S. politicians 
were invited, none attended. 
But Lowell White, supervisor 
of the U.S. North Cascades 
National Park service branch, 
said the U.S. interior depart¬ 
ment was on record as oppos¬ 
ing the proposed dam, which 
would also flood neighboring 
parts of the U.S. 

Dr. Patrick <Goldsworthy, 
president of North Cascades 
Conservation Council, attend¬ 
ed and said both the *B.C. gov¬ 
ernment and Seattle City 
Light a re guilty of unneces¬ 
sary delay in reaching an 
agreement to cancel a pre¬ 
vious international agreement 
to flood the Skagit. 

Under an agreement made 
in 1942 and renewed by B.C. 
in 1967, Seattle City Light 
wants to add 2.120 feet to the 
height o fits Russ Dam. flood¬ 
ing B.C. land. 

Officials at the protest said 
Sunday they believe the dam 
will never be raised, but nego¬ 
tiations now are being con¬ 
ducted under the Interna¬ 
tional Joint Commission. 

Any settlement, would in¬ 
volve compensation to Seattle 
City Light for some expenses 
plus an annual $32,000 rent 


paid to B.C. 

Williams said B.C. is willing 
to pay compensation and 


"we're ready to take a more 
co-operative look at the ques¬ 
tion of compensation.”

Taku. the truant killer ! 
whale who gave federal fish- j 
cries scientists the slip last j 
October, was sighted at the ; 
weekend . near Trial Island, | 
offshore from Oak Bay. 

The bull whale was released 
from Redder Bay, 12 miles i 
west of the island, after scien¬ 
tists fitted him with a radio 
monitoring device which 
should have relayed signals to 
a following boat, pinpointing 
ihe whale's position hour by 
hour. 

It worked for half a day, 
then Taku’s radio went silent 
because, scientists surmise, 
he slipped behind underwater 
rock formations. The teleme¬ 
tric device should have 
operated for a month. 

Dr. Michael Biggs of the 
fisheries research station at 
Nanaimo, said Monday they 
had no information on Taku’s 
whereabouts until the sighting 
Saturday. He was seen among 
30 to 40 killer whales. 

"We’re 100 per cent certain 
the bull sighted near Trial is 
Taku.” he said. Positive iden¬ 
tification was made from 
nicks on his dorsal fin and 
other markings. 

Pictures takenof the whale 
showed no sign of the radio 
device, which was designed to 
drop off after one month. 

"We had hoped to pick up 
the animal’s whereabouts dur¬ 
ing that month, ibut lost him 
after only half a day of track¬ 
ing and we were curious to 
know what had happened.” 

Biggs described the ex¬ 
periment as a success be¬ 
cause the transmitter came 
off and there were no nega¬ 
tive effects. Taku was "play¬ 
ing with a female and calf 
and otherwise behaving nor¬ 
mally.” 

It also meant the whale 
stayed in this area. Little is 
known about the habits of the 
killer whale and the sighting 
of Taku coincided with a fish¬ 
eries project designed to 
count their numbers along the 
B.C. coast. Anyone spotting 
them has been asked to call 
the Nanaimo station collect. 

Researcrers will keep an 
eye out for Taku tut there are 
no plans to recapture him for 
another try with the transmit¬ 
ter, Biggs said.

move is the necessity of car¬ 
rying personnel in and out of 
remote locations quickly and 
efficiently, says company 
president J. R. Angus. 

“We've alanysed our busi¬ 
ness and what we’re really 
concerned with is manpower. 
This has been the thing that 
has concerned us more than 
anything else. 

“With the accelerating ac¬

Usery, who told reporters that 
the meeting was planned to 
be brief because “I just want¬ 
ed to talk to the players to 
fully understand their posi¬ 
tion and their thinking to see 
how we can proceed.” 

Usery plans to meet with 
the NFL management coun¬ 
cil, the owners’ bargaining 
agent, today before bringing 
both sides back to the nego¬ 
tiating table.

TV channel 13 
goes bankrupt

Seattle’s Channel 13, which 
has been in financial trouble 
during much of Its life, has 
gone broke, but officials said 
Monday the station will re¬ 
main on the air. 

The station, formally known 
as KTVW, went into receiver¬ 
ship last week and two-year 
owner Donald Wolfstone, head 
of several holding companies, 
was forced to resign. Money 
was said to be so short that 
Channel 13 s Seattle phone 
was disconnected by the 
phone company. 

The Pacific National Bank 
of Washington has taken over 
the station for the time being 
and Seattle reports say two 
offers have been made — by 
the Christian Broadcasting or¬ 
ganization of Virginia and by 
a firm that, owns the Payless 
supermarkets and several 
drugstores. 

Channel 13 went on the air 
in the 1950s and was Jondly 
regarded by many viewers in 
its first 15 years as the 
world’s worst TV station, a 
reputation based mainly on its 
small and often-used stock of 
cheap movies. 

H was owned in those years 
by Washington state business¬ 
man Elroy McCaw, prominent 
in the Democratic party. 
After his death, Wolfstone 
spent several million dollars 
buying the station and new 


equipment that gave a better 
signal for a flock of better 
movies. 

But ratings did not improve 
much and business( has re¬ 
mained low despite the addi¬ 
tion of Seattle TV personality 
l^en Sampson as general man¬ 
ager. He is staying on until a 
new owner is arranged, and 
t/ife reports said his phone will 
be reconnected today.

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‘Keep all trucks 
off the highway’ 


Dylis Poole won't allow her 
child to attend Elk Lake 
School if Saanich council 
agrees to re-route all truck 
traffic off Cordova Bay Road 
and onto the Pat Bay High¬ 
way. she said Monday. 

Re-routing the trucks, as 
suggested last week by a 
group of Cordova Bay Road 
residents, would make an al¬ 
ready bad situation at the 
school worse. Mrs. Poole, of 
5207 Santa Clara Road, said in 
a telephone interview. 

She was commenting on a 
suggestion last week that 
council force gravel and ce¬ 
ment trucks to use the high¬ 
way instead of Cordova Bay 
Road where residents have 
been complaining about 
excessive noise since Febru¬ 
ary. 

Cordova Bay Road resi¬ 
dents have argued that rout¬ 
ing the trucks on the highway 
would send them through only 
.4 miles of residential neigh¬ 
borhood, compared with the 
three miles they now traverse 
daily. 

Up to 500 trucks a day use 
the route, a spokesman for 


the Cordova Bay Road resi¬ 
dents said last week. 

"But it's a bit phoney to 
complain about the noise and 
then try to re-route the trucks 
by a school," Mrs. Poole 
countered. 

The school — at the inter¬ 
section of Cordova Bay and 
Alderley roads is located at 
the top of a hill, she said, 
which meant the trucks would 
be causing even more noise 
than they do travelling along 
the flat road they now use. 

The trucks would be shifting 
gears and putting a greater 
strain on their engines as they 
passed the school, she said, 
thereby making more of a 
racket. 

She said forcing the 
truckers to use only the Pat 
Bay Highway route would 
also create another problem 
increased use of two nar¬ 
row. winding, poorly-paved 
roads as alternates for the 
highway by drivers wanting 
to avoid a weigh-in station on 
the highway at Elk Lake. 

Some trucks already use the 
two roads — Santa Clara and 
Alderley — to avoid the 


weigh-in station, she said, 
and increasing highway traf¬ 
fic would mean more trucks 
on the two roads, neither erf 
which is in as good a condi¬ 
tion as Cordova Bay Road 
and neither is as wide. 

Both roads parallel the 
highway; by turning on to Al¬ 
derley off Cordova Bay Road, 
trucks can enter the highway 
just north of the weigh-in sta¬ 
tion. 

By turning on to Santa 
Clara Road, truckers can 
enter the highway to the south 
of the station. 

Both roads are heavily resi¬ 
dential. 

Mrs. Poole said she was not 
advocating the exclusive use 
of Cordova Bay Road as the 
truck route but simply wanted 
the truckers to use the "most 
logical route" on their rounds. 

"Every road should carry 
its fair share of the traffic." 
she said, "instead of trying to 
get all the trucks on one ^»r 
two roads."

An Imperial spokesman in Montreal said re¬ 
pair and maintenance costs should be “borne by 
customers who use them, not shared by all equal¬ 
ly.” 

Gulf and Shell already have abandoned the 
free service.

“Some need service infrequently, yet they pay 
the same as those who use the service more often, 
since its cost is included in the price of the oil,” the 
letter stated.

$330,000 for land 


The Navy League of Canada is again of¬ 
fering its key Victoria West waterfront prop¬ 
erty to the city, this time for $350,000. 

Once a centre for James Bay Athletic 
Club oarsmen, the two-acre parcel at the foot 
of Robert was the home of the Navy 
League’s sea cadets for 35 years. 

Navy League president George Stephens 
said Monday the cadets vacated the property 
June 1 and were now moving into three huts 
on DND property at Macaulay Point. 

Stephens said the city was offered the 
property in 1972 for $225,000 but*turaed it 
down. 

The latest offer will be debated by city al¬ 
dermen at a land use and zoning committee 
meeting this morning. 

During the ’30s, members of the James 
Bay Athletic Club built the main building as 
a centre for their boating activities. 

The Navy League bought the property in 
the ’40s for youth organizations. The original 


building still stands, aging and in need of 
renovation. A boathouse, bandhouse, rifle 
range and other amenities were added over 
the years. 

Facing a shortage of funds to maintain 
the property, the league offered it for sale on 
option earlier this year to Vancouver Island 
Development Corporation, which in turn had 
arranged to sell it to developer Neil De 
Macedo. 

De Macedo dropped his plans for an 
80-unit townhouse-apartment project after re¬ 
ceiving the red light from city hall. Stephens 
said Monday De Macedo would have paid 
$385,000 for the property. 

The Navy League is approaching several 
would-be purchasers in its drive to sell the 
property. 

With the money, from the sale Stephens 
says the cadets hope to buy a $250,000 brigan¬ 
tine training vessel. A permanent home for 
the cadets is "still up in the air" but Ste¬ 
phens said he hoped a site could eventually

Wallace, the former Socred 
who is now provincial leader 
of the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Party, has been cam¬ 
paigning In recent months to 
organize Socreds, Grits and 
Tories into a united opposition 
party to oust the NDP govern¬ 
ment in the next election. 

In a weekend confrontation 
with his party’s hierarchy, 
Wallace was criticized for his 
efforts. He threatened to re¬ 
sign and then ended up reaf¬ 
firming his dedication to the 
party and promising to give 
up any attempt to oreate a 
unity party. 
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When he met with the legis¬ 
lative press corps Monday, 
Wallace related his new 
pledge of loyalty to die party 
he leads, but added that he 
didn’t think Curtis, his sole 
Tory seat mate in the legisla¬ 
ture. would stay with him 
much longer 

But whatever Curtis de¬ 
cides. "my decision is 
strong,” Wallace added. "1 
always said if the unity party 
idea didn’t work, I would stay 
with the Conservatives.” 

Curtis, like his leader, re¬ 
peated old statements. 

He’s still thinking of leav¬ 
ing, he said, but he needs a 
few more months to assess all 
the information available be¬ 
fore making up his mind. 

Asked if he hadn’t gone 
through similar agonizing be¬ 
fore deciding to join the 
Tories in 1972, he agreed he 
had: "But that was prior to 
August 1972 when it was obvi¬ 
ous that the majority of peo¬ 
ple in B.C. wanted to say 
goodby* to W.A.C. Bennett.

Although unity may be im¬ 
practical, he said, he would 
like to speak with Wallace 
and other colleagues who 
have sought unity. 

McGeer also said his posig 
tion favoring unity "is com¬ 
pletely unchanged.” 

He said Wallace is being 
forced to follow the direction 
of Conservative "hawks.” 

"There are also Liberal 
hawks and Social Credit 
hawks. In the warfare be¬ 
tween the free enterprise par¬ 
ties I happen to be a dove. 

"I will continue to make it 
my major commitment in pr o¬ 
vincial politics to unify the 
free enterprise parties to the 
point of defeating the social¬ 
ists.” McGeer said. 

Social Credit leader Bennett 
said his position remains the 
same and he could not com¬ 
ment on the action of other 
politicians. 

As for the NDP survey, it 
forecast that if an election 
were held today. Social Credit 
would get 49 per cent of the 
vote, the NDP 40. 

And that forecast is treated 
with general derision at the 
Legislature — by everyone 
except Social Credit.

VANCOUVE R iCPi 
W omen are moving into jobs 
that formerly were classified 
as all-male territory but how 
many men are doing the re¬ 
verse? 

A check of Vancouver’s six 
major banks showed a total of 
1,700 tellers. None were men, 
with the exception of male 
trainees who work at the posi¬ 
tion temporarily. 

"Men aren’t satisfied to re¬ 
main as tellers." said one 
personnel representative. 
"Banks look for career people 
who will move on to manage¬ 
ment rather than people who 
will limit themselves to the 
lower salary of a teller." 

The B.C. Telephone Co. em¬ 
ploys 2,760 operators and only 
one is a man. He will not talk 
publicly about his work but he 
is doing it by choice. 

Men no longer are scorned 
by other men and regarded as 
less than masculine by 
women if they enter vocations 


traditionally stalled by fe¬ 
males. 

Brian Young, for example, 
is one of 200 male nurses in 
the 13,000-strong B.C. nursing 
profession. His casual no¬ 
uniform attire sometimes 
leads lo misunderstandings. 

Gary Trujillo is working as 
a key-punch operator with 
three women in his office. The 
supervisor is a man. Trujillo, 
who has a degree in computer 
sciences, is waiting for the 
right job. 

He said the office lob is 
"giving me an opportunity to 
see how an office runs and 
teaching me a little about ac¬ 
counting procedures ” 

Ian Macdonald isn't com¬ 
plaining either. He was the 
only male graduate of the 
school of home economics at 
the University of B.C. this 
year. 

"We need more fellows 
around here.’ 'said Mr. Mac¬ 
donald. "Things are changing.

Many times in this column I 
have extolled the advantages 
of home-grown vegetables and 
fruit over store-bought foods. 

With fruit and berries,-and 
especially with tomatoes, 
commercial growers must 
necessarily pick 'em on the 
green side, for ripe fruit won’t 
travel to market without be¬ 
ing battered inti a mass of 
mushy pulp. 

The home-grown stuff, 
though, can stay on the tree 
or vine or bush untiil dead 
ripe, and the difference in fla¬ 
vor is indescribable. 

With most of the vegetables, 
it is the other way round. 
Commercial market gar¬ 
deners, if they want to keep 
one jump ahead of the bailiff, 
must keep their vegetables 
growing to the last minute, to 
make big, impressive speci¬ 
mens that sell well in the 
stores and get more pounds or 
bushels to the acre. 

★ ★ ★ 

The home gardener has no 
such economic problem. He 
couldn’t care less how his 
crop is going to bulk out, and 
he can afford to pick his peas 
and beans and carrots at their 
I immature and succulent best, 
i Only too often, though, the 
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Garden notes 


novice gardener throws this 
advantage right out the win¬ 
dow by waiting too long be¬ 
fore gathering his vegetables. 

The beans get tough and 
stringy, the beets hard and 
woody, the radishes Uthy and 
hollow or unpleasantly hot in 
flavor, and the peas as hard 
as buckshot. 

★ ★ ★ 

You haven't really lived 
until you pull a mess of baby 
beets, about the size of golf 
balls, steam them until tender 
and sene with a dab of but¬ 
ter. Or better still, sene them 
Polish style, in a sour cream 
sauce. 

Young beets are sweet and 
delicious raw, too - try a 
slice next time you are wash¬ 
ing and preparing a batch 
and make a welcome addition 
to the salad bowl. 

Very young white lurnips, 
too. are very good sliced raw 
into salads. 

Young beet tops and turnip 
tops, picked before they get 


buggy and weatherbeaten, 
can be boiled and served as 
greens with butter and a few 
drops of vinegar, and are 
more tender and I think more 
tasty than the finest spinach. 

'+ ★ ★ 

Peas should be picked as 
soon as the seeds have 
formed and definitely before 
the pods have lost their youth¬ 
ful figures and become bulgy. 

At this stage, peas are 
tender, juicy and sweet; leave 
them just a little longer and 
they start to harden. These 
tough specimens can be sof¬ 
tened by prolonged cooking, 
but the indescribable flavor is 
gone forever. 

Pick peas regularly and me¬ 
thodically, and use both 
hands. Young, immature peas 
don't come away too readily, 
and you could easily pull the 
vine clean out of the ground 
with an impatient, one-handed 
ierk. Take the strain with one 
and and pick with the other. 


Look carefully for pods con¬ 
cealed by the foliage, inside 
the curtain of vines for, if 
these are missed and allowed 
to mature / and ripen their 
seeds, the plants will have ac¬ 
complished their mission of 
perpetuating the species and 
will quit bearing. 

This goes also for all the 
snap and runner beans — pick 
frequently, pick two-handed, 
and get them all. 

Store-bought mature carrots 
are good: in fact, profes¬ 
sionally grown carrots are 
probably considerably better 
than the ones you grow your¬ 
self for winter storage. 

Baby carrots are something 
else again, and I don’t think 
our family would bother grow¬ 
ing carrots at all but for the 
wonderful flavor of the little 
fellow, not much bigger than 
your middle finger. 

★ ★ # 

Head lettuce should be cut 
as soon as the plants have 
hearted up, for the leaves 
have a tendency to acquire a 
bitter flavor if allowed to 
grow beyond their peak of 
succulence. This is why let¬ 
tuce seeds should always he 
sown little and often, to avoid 
Rluts.

DOES ANYBODY OUT THERE 

GIVE A DANIN 
IF THE MINING INDUSTRY 
IS TAXED TO DEATH? 


Nearly all of us are paying more taxes these days. 

Nobody likes to pay more taxes. 

Neither do we. 

It makes it tougher to meet payrolls, answer to shareholders, replace 
equipment, expand our operations and remain competitive in world markets. 

But we’re not opposed to paying more taxes or operating under new 
regulations, providing the tax rates and the new rules arc reasonable and don't 
pul us out of business. 


The Risks and Realities of Mining 

Tax rates and royalties are especially important to us because mining 
operations are basically quite different from other types of industry. 

For example, mining companies must produce minerals where they are 
Jontul and more and more this is in remote regions of the country where costs of 
establishing a mine are much higher. Ore bodies, of course, are eventually 
mined out and the difficulties and uncertainties of finding new deposits involve 
heavy financial risks. Even after a mine is found, unforeseen problems of 
extraction and processing can frequently arise. Furthermore, mineral prices are 
determined in international markets and vary over a wide range, making 
forecasting extremely difficult, especially since a new mine can be 5-7 years 
getting into production. 


Supertax and the Supersqueeze 

Right now. we’re caught in a tax squeeze between the federal government 
and certain provinces, all of whom want to increase their direct tax and royalty 
revenues from the mining industry. 

Unfortunately, both levels of government are trying to maximize their 
respective taxing powers of the industry without consulting each other or 
coordinating their policies. 

The result has been a host of hastily-devised tax and royalty measures which 
threaten the jobs of thousands of employees and the benefits to all Canadians 
from the widespread economic activity which mining generates in all parts of 
Canada. 

During the past several months, the governments of British Columbia. 
Manitoba, Ontario and Saskatchewan have either introduced or given notice of 
new legislation which, coupled with new federal taxes, as proposed in the Max, 
1974, budget, would mean the total tax burdeh would range up to 70 per cent or 
even higher for many mining companies. In certain cases, profits would he 
taxed at ridiculous rales approaching 100 per cent. 

Not only are the combined tax and royalty rales oppressively high, but 
stringent new controls in certain provinces both implemented or proposed, 
would effectively result in government management of the mining industry. 

In Manitoba, for example, the government intends to re-introduce a hill 
which will effectively control production levels as well as substantially 
increase tax revenues. 


In British Columbia, the government has imposed a base royalty plus a 
“super royalty” based, in effect, on sales values or prices, rather than on 
profits, taking no account of the inevitable increase in operating costs. 

Ontario has introduced new, steeply graduated tax rales, Saskatchewan is 
considering heavy new taxes and other provinces are also reviewing existing 
tax legislation. 

In the absence of consultation and coordination, this federal-provincial tax 
squeeze not only threatens to cripple the future of the mining industry, but will 
do lasting harm to the Canadian economy. 

And that’s where you get caught, too. 


The Supersqueeze Will Hurt Everybody 

You depend upon the mining industry in a host of different ways. 

lust think about it. Nearly everything we use in our daily life is made of 
metals and minerals. Without them we would be reduced to the most primitive 
state imaginable. 

Consider these facts: 

• Canada is the third largest mineral producing nation in the world and its 
mining industry provides direct employment for more than )50.000Canadians. 

• Directly and indirectly, mining provides employment for an estimated 11 
per cent of the total employed labour force in Canada. Next to construction, it 
pays the highest wages and salaries of all Canadian industries. 

• Mining and mineral-based products account for 26 per cent of Canada's 
commodity exports. They are one of the mainstays in our effort to pay our way 
in the world. 

• The industry spends about two billion dollars annually for equipment, 
supplies and services and accounts for 40 per cent of all the tonnage carried by 
rail and water. 

• Perhaps its most important contribution is the development of new 
communities throughout the less favoured regions of Canada. 


Let's Get Profits Into Perspective 

Still, some people believe the mining industry should be taxed and 
controlled more than it is now. And when headlines in the press proclaim 
seemingly large gains in profits by mining companies, people tend to think the 
industry can easily afford to pay much higher taxes. 

But too often, profits arc reported in tenns of year-to-year or 
quarlei-to-quarter percentage gains. This can be misleading and can give the 
impression of excessive profits. Business generally operates in cycles and this 
is especially true of the mining industry. 

Most investors would agree a more realistic way to look at profits is on the 
basis of the rare of return on capital invested, taking into account the degree of 
risk, over a period of several years. 

Here's how the mining industry compared with manufacturing and industry 
generally over the past five years:

Clearly, considering the special risks involved, the mining industry’s return 
on capital invested in the past five years is not significantly higher than 
manufacturing and industry generally and is less than many major industries 
including food and beverages, chemical, electrical, rubber, printing and 
publishing and others. 

Of course, the mining industry is a profit-making enterprise. Surely that’s 
good, isn’t it? 

Profits provide the motivation for every business decision from product 
innovation to the high risk-taking of mineral exploration. They also provide 
governments with a large measure of their income. 

There’s nothing immoral about profits. Without profits, business and 
industry could not exist, let alone develop or expand their operations. 

It’s time to talk sense about profits and get them into perspective. 

It’s Time To End The Squabble 

And it’s time for governments — federal and provincial — to end their 
squabble over tax revenues from the mining industry and reverse the trend 
towards increasing interference and management of this vital industry. 

Already, exploration and development activities are being drastically 
curtailed in certain provinces and mining companies are being forced to 
accelerate their exploration efforts outside Canada since they must maintain 
supplies for their customers. 

That’s a basic fact of business life. 

Eventually, it w ill mean only the very high-grade mines will be developed in 
Canada and the industry will inevitably decline. Jobs will be lost and mining 
communities as well as the secondary and manufacturing industries which 
depend upon mining will suffer severely. 

The hard fact is Canada has already become a much less attractive place for 
the large amounts of risk capital required for mining. 

Mining, y ou see. is your business, too. 

Let’s not destroy it. 

It s an industry which, for the future well-being of every Canadian, should 
be permitted to live and to glow under reasonable tax rates and reasonable 
regulations.

The Cyprus peace talks in 
Geneva were stalemated 
again Monday night as Tur¬ 
key and Greece continued to 
disagree over the status of the 
Turkish invasion forces on the 
Mediterranean island. 

As the Geneva talks deterio¬ 
rated. Greek Premier Con¬ 
stantine Caramanlis called for 
a meeting of the United Na¬ 
tions Security Council as well 
a3 the NATO foreign min¬ 
isters council to discuss Tur¬ 
key’s Geneva demands. 

At the United Nations in ‘ 
New York, Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim said the Tur¬ 
kish commander in Cyprus 
had asked for the withdrawal 
of UN peacekeeping forces 
from territory occupied by his 
iroops. Waldheim said he took 
up the matter with Turkish 
Premier Bulent Ecevit, who 
said he would check back 
with the commander. 

On Cyprus, an Ass dated 
Press correspondent reported 
growing conflict between the 
2,SC0-man UN force and the 
Turkish troops.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House of Repre¬ 
sentatives judiciary committee, picking up a seventh 
Republican who declared “the president has failed 
us," voted 28 to 10 Monday night that President 
Nixon had abused his powers and recommended for a 
second time he be impeached. 

After just seven hours of debate, seven of the 
committee's 17 Republicans joined all 21 Democrats 
in urging Nixon be impeached by the house, tried by 
the senate and removed from office for misusing fed¬ 
eral agencies in the Watergate scandal. 

Representative Robert McClory of Illinois, se¬ 
cond-ranking Republican on the 38-member panel 
who had opposed the first article of impeachment 
approved Saturday night — which accused Nixon of 
obstructing justice in the Watergate cover-up — 
switched his vote Monday night. 

The other six Republicans were the same who 
favored impeachment Saturday night — Thomas 
Railsback of Illinois. Hamilton Fish Jr. of New York. 
Lawrence Hogan of Maryland. Caldwell Butler of 
Virginia. William Cohen of Maine and Harold Froeh- 
lich of Wisconsin. 

Chairman Peter Rodino gavelled adjournment 
until this morning.

Indians plan own logging firm 


British Columbia's first 
major Indian logging com¬ 
pany will be formed this year 
If federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments come up with cash 
and timber licences. 

The Ehattesaht Indian band 
on the west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island is applying for 
a $2 million grant from the 
Agricultural and Rural Devel¬ 
opment Authority, a federal- 
provincial organization, and 
for a 12-year timber sales li-

cence from the provincial 
government. Total cost of the 
project is estimated at $4 mil¬ 
lion. 

AI berm NDP-MLA Robert 
Skelly said he is confident the 
logging operation will be func¬ 
tioning before the end of sum¬ 
mer. 

"We are really looking for¬ 
ward to this project opening 
up a source of work for the 
Indian people and giving them 
ihe necessary organization 


and experience to compete for 
contract jobs in other coastal 
areas,” Skelly said. 

If granted, the licence 
would see the Ehattesaht Co¬ 
operative Enterprise Associa¬ 
tion logging some three mil¬ 
lion cubic feet of timber in the 
Barr Creek area near Zebal- 
los. 

The Indians have first re¬ 
fusal on the crown land ad¬ 
joining reserves in the area. 

In addition to the $2 million 
grant from ARDA, the Ehat- 


tesahts are seeking $200,000 in 
working capital from the B.C. 
Development Bank. 

Indications are that they 
will be successful in all appli¬ 
cations. 

If they are. work will start 
on the Indian reserve lands 
within two weeks of approval 
and within nine weeks on the 
crown lands being applied for. 
The work force to toe hired 
will total 80, with the majority 
local Indians. 

Forestry officials said the

Co-operative would be re¬ 
quired lo follow normal log¬ 
ging rules. 

"It must prepare a 12-year 
plan to show a logical devel¬ 
opment of the logging opera¬ 
tion,” the spokesman said.

Storm sewers 
won’t see vote

CAMPBELL RIVER 
Serious drainage problems, 
the time element and the 
legal right of council to bor¬ 
row funds were put forward 
by aldermen as reasons for 
going ahead with a storm 
sewer project without a refer¬ 
endum. 

The $2 million four-year 
storm sewer installation proj¬ 
ect. for Campbell River has 
received considerable opposi¬ 
tion from Campbell River 
Mayor Ken Forde. 

He claims that because a 
similar referendum in Febru¬ 
ary 1971 was turned down by 
the people, this time council 
has no right to go ahead with¬ 
out a referendum. 

He has gone as far as ask¬ 
ing the provincial inspector of 
municipalities to reject the 
council’s bylaw empowering 
Campbell River to borrow the 
half million dollars needed for 


the 1974 portion of the sewer 
project. 

Aid. Chuck Satilts said the 
municipality has had serious 
problems with water drain¬ 
age, especially in the new 
areas. 

Some of the newly devel¬ 
oped areas have no lanes and 
so the lots are back to back. 
Saults said water flows from 
one lot to another, causing a 
lot of problems. 

' In a letter to a local news¬ 
paper Forde said the aider- 
men claimed borrowing the 
money would not raise the 
mill rate. 

"It may not raise the mill 
rate.” his letter says, "but to 
pay this money back is going 
to take a lot of money each 
year that would have to be 
taken from other items ...” 

Saults said: "For years we 
have been taking money from 
the much needed storm sewer 
system and putting it into 
other things, if you want to 
look at it that way.

Fuel cost hike 
hasn’t slowed 
boating visitors 


Increased marine fuel 
prices in the northwestern 
U.S. have made little or no 
change in the number of 
American powerboaters cruis¬ 
ing Greater Victoria waters 
this summer. 

Three of five Greater Vic¬ 
toria marinas polled by the 
Colonist Monday said the 
number of American visitors 
this summer was about the 
same as last year. 

"We’re up slightly this year 
but not as high as we had an¬ 
ticipated earlier," said Angus 
Mathews, Oak Bay Marina 
manager. He estimated the 
marina sold mooring space 
for 20 visiting boats a night- 
most of them from American 
ports. 

l^es Marshall, foreshoreman 
at Royal Victoria Yacht 
Club’s Tsehum Haven moor¬ 
ing near Sidney. rejxirted a 
decrease in visiting American 
power boats. 

"I’ve had less American 
boats this summer than I’ve 
ever had,” Marshall said. "It 
hasn’t been confined to this 
year though. It’s a trend 
that’s been happening over 
the last three years." 

Bosun’s, Canoe Cove and 
Van Isle Marinas, all near 
Sidney, reported the number 
of visiting boaters this season 
as being comparable with last 
year. 

American boaters are not 
cruising B.C. waters specifi¬ 
cally to take advantage of 
lower fuel prices, a spokes¬ 
man for Bosun's Marina said. 

"They’re coming up this 
year for the same reasons 
they did last year—to cruise 
the Gulf Islands and other 
protected waters around our 
coast. They are, however, fill¬ 
ing up their tanks before they 
go back to the States.” 

Bad w-eather was cited by a 
Van Isle Marina spokesman 
as one reason for a slow start 
in the pleasure boating sea¬ 


son. He said although the 
number of visiting boaters 
this year is comparable with 
other years, higher tempera¬ 
tures and moderating winds 
could bring an increase. 

Regular grade marine gaso¬ 
line at Seattle ranges in price 
from 56.4 to 65 cents a gallon 
while diesel fuel can be 
bought for 39.25 to 58 cents a 
gallon. 

Regular gas at Oak Bay 
Marina is selling at 58.5 cents 
a gallon and diesel fuel is 
priced 55.5 cents a gallon. The 
imperial gallon measure, in 
use at all Canadian marine 
fueling stations, is one-fifth 
larger than the U.S. gallon. 

Sailboat sales have in¬ 
creased locally, according to 
Malocolm Hodgins, salesman 
fof National Boat Sales at 
Sidney. 

"Sales are up this year on 
all categories of boats.” Hod- 
gins said. "The greatest in¬ 
crease is in sailboat sales, fol¬ 
lowed by boats powered by 
diesel engines.” 

Hodgins said he didn'i know 
whether the increased interest 
in sailboats stemmed from 
higher gasoline prices or in¬ 
creased interest in the sport.

The Cyprus peace talks in 
Geneva were stalemated 
again Monday night as Tur¬ 
key and Grev»ce continued to 
disagree over the status of the 
Turkish invasion forces on the 
Mediterranean island. 

As the Geneva talk* deterio¬ 
rated, Greek Premier Con¬ 
stantine Caramanlis called for 
a meeting of the United Na¬ 
tions Security Council as well 
as the NATO foreign min¬ 
isters council to discuss Tur¬ 
key’s Geneva demands. 

At the United Nations in 
New York, Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim said the Tur¬ 
kish commander in Cypixis 
had asked for the withdrawal 
of UN peacekeeping forces 
from territory occupied by his 
troops. Waldheim said he took 
up the matter w'ith Turkish 
Premier Bulent Ecevit, who 
said he would >check back 
with the commander. 

On Cyprus, an Ass x*iated 
Pre^s correspondent reported 
growing conflict between the 
2.MOo-man UN force and the 
Turkish troops.

WASHINGTON (UPII — The House of Repre¬ 
sentatives judiciary committee, picking up a seventh 
Republican who declared “the president has failed 
us,” voted 28 to 10 Monday night that President 
Nixon had abused bis powers and recommended for a 
second time he be impeached. 

’After just seven hours of debate, seven of the 
committee’s 17 Republicans joined all 21 Democrats 
in urging Nixon be impeached by the house, tried by 
the senate and removed from office for misusing fed¬ 
eral agencies in the Watergate scandal. 

Representative Robert McClory of Illinois, se¬ 
cond-ranking Republican on the 38-member panel 
who had opposed the first article of impeachment 
approved Saturday night — which accused Nixon of 
obstructing justice in the Watergate cover-up — 
switched his vote Monday night. 

The other six Republicans were the same who 
favored impeachment Saturday night Thomas 
Raitsback of Illinois, Hamilton Fish Jr. of New York. 
Lawrence Hogan of Maryland, Caldwell Butler of 
Virginia. William Cohen of Maine and Harold Froeh- 
Uch of Wisconsin. 

Chairman Peter Rodino gavelled adjournment 
until this morning.

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Indians plan own logging firm 


British Columbia’s first 
major Indian logging com¬ 
pany will be formed this year 
if federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments come up with cash 
and timber licences. 

The Ehattesaht Indian band 
on the west coast of Van¬ 
couver Island is applying for 
a $2 million grant from the 
Agricultural and Rural Devel¬ 
opment Authority, a federa’- 
provineial organization, and 
for a 12 -year timber sales li¬ 


cence from the provincial 
government. Total cost of the 
project is estimated at $4 mil¬ 
lion. 

Albemi NDP— MLA Robert 
Skelly said he is confident the 
logging operation will be func¬ 
tioning before the end of sum¬ 
mer. 

"We are really looking for¬ 
ward to this project opening 
up a source of work for the 
Indian people and giving them 
the necessary organization 


and experience to compete for 
contract jobs in other coastal 
areas," Skelly said. 

If granted, the licence 
would see the Ehattesaht Co¬ 
operative Enterprise Associa¬ 
tion logging some three mil¬ 
lion cubic feet of timber in the 
Barr Creek area near Zebal- 
los. 

The Indians have first re¬ 
fusal on the crown land ad¬ 
joining reserves in the area. 

In addition to the $2 million 
grant from ARDA, the Ehal- 


tesahts are seeking $200,000 in 
working capital from the B.C. 
Development Bank. 

Indications are that they 
will be successful in all appli¬ 
cations. 

If they are, work will start 
on the Indian reserve lands 
within two weeks of approval 
and within nine weeks on the 
crown lands being applied for. 
The work force to be hired 
will total 80, with the majority 
local Indians. 

Forestry officials said the 


co-operative would he re¬ 
quired to follow normal log¬ 
ging rules. 

"It must prepare a 12-year 
plan to show a logical devel¬ 
opment of the logging opera¬ 
tion," the spokesman said. 
"They will be expected to 
show us where they will cut 
and where they will leave 
timber. And they must show 
us what they intend to do to 
preserve the ecology and to 
protect, wherever possible, 
natural beauty." 


No decision has yet hern 
made on reforesting the area 
as it is logged, but the forest¬ 
ry spokesman said such a de¬ 
cision would be made before 
the operation started. 

"It will lie reforested, but 
whether by us or them we 
don’t know yet.” he said. 

The provincial forest ser¬ 
vice will administer the li- 
cefice in the usual way, with 
the Indians paying appraised 
stumpage rates.

Dylis Poole won’t allow her 
child to attend Elk I^ke 
School if Saanich council 
agrees to re-route all truck 
traffic off Cordova Bay Road 
and onto the Pat Bay High¬ 
way, she said Monday. 

Re-routing the trucks, as 
suggested last week by a 
group of Cordova Bay Road 
residents, would make an al¬ 
ready bad situation at the 
school worse, Mrs. Poole, of 
5207 Santa Clara Road, said in 
a telephone interview. 

She was commenting on a 
suggestion last week that 
council force gravel and ce¬ 
ment trucks to use the high¬ 
way instead of Cordova Bay 
Road where residents have 
been complaining about 
excessive noise since Febru¬ 
ary. 

Cordova Bay Road resi¬ 
dents have argued that rout¬ 
ing the trucks on the highway 
would send them through only 
.4 miles of residential neigh¬ 
borhood, compared with the 
three miles they now traverse 
daily. 

Up to 500 trucks a day use 
the route, a sf*okesman for 


the Cordova Bay Road resi¬ 
dents said last week. 

“But it’s a bit phoney to 
complain about the noise afid 
then try to re-route the trucks 
by a school," Mrs. Poole 
countered. 

The school — at the inter¬ 
section of Cordova Bay and 
Alderley roads is located at 
the top of a hill, she said, 
which meant the trucks would 
be causing even more noise 
than 4hey do travelling along 
the flat road they now use. 

The trucks would be shifting 
gears and putting a greater 
strain on their engines as they 
passed the school, she said, 
thereby making more of a 
racket. 

She said forcing the 
truckers to use only the Pat 
Bay Highway route would 
also create another problem 
- increased use of two nar¬ 
row. winding, poorly-paved 
roads as alternates for the 
highway by drivers wanting 
to avoid a weigh-in station on 
the highway at Elk Lake. 

Some trucks already use the 
two roads Santa Clara and 
Alderley — to avoid the

Stephens said the city was offered the 
property in 1972 for 5225,000 but turned it 
down. 

The latest offer will be debated by city al¬ 
dermen at a land use and zoning committee 
meeting this morning. 

During the ’30s, members of the James 
Bay Athletic Club built the main building as 
a centre for their boating activities. 

The Navy League bought the property in 
the ’40s for youth organizations. The original 


building still stands, aging and in need of 
renovation. A boathouse, bandhouse. rifle 
range and other amenities were added over 
the years. 

Facing a shortage of funds to maintain 
the property, the league offered it for sale on 
option earlier this year to Vancouver Island 
Development Corporation, which in turn had 
arranged to sell it to developer Neil De 
Macedo. 

De Macedo dropped his plans for an 
80-unit townhouse-apartment project after re¬ 
ceiving the red light from city hall. Stephens 
said Monday De Macedo would have paid 
5385.000 for the property. 

The Navy League is approaching several 
would-be purchasers in its drive to sell the 
property. 

With the money, from the sale Stephens 
says the cadets hope to buy a 5250,000 brigan¬ 
tine training vessel. A permanent home for 
the cadets is “still up in the air" but Ste¬ 
phens said he hoped a site could eventually
